of lettuco with the parsnip seeds so 


that they will serve as a marker. The |; 


young beet plants may be used as 
Spring greens, It is necessary that 
the sofl be cultivated at intervals 
during the summer months so that 
the crops may grow. They do not as 
a@ general rule require as heavy wa- 
tering as some of tho other vegetable 
crops, In the fall the beets should 
be pulled up and the tops twisted off 
close to the head, not cut off with a 
knife as in-the case of carrots, pars- 
nips, or salsify, which should have 
the tops cut about one-half inch from 
the roots preparatory to storing for 
winter use. 

CORN. In planting corn holes 
about two or three inches deep 
should be made with a hoe. Five or 
six kernels of corn should be drop- 
ped in this and covered with soll, 
which should -be gently firmed «by 
tramping on it. When the shoots 
are about three inches high all ex- 
cepting the three sturdiest should be 
pulled out. The- soll should be 
drawn up around the stalks as they 
Srow, to give them support. When 
the kernels on the cob appear full of 
milk they are ready to use. It is 
also a good practice to cultivate the 
soll often around the corn, for of- 
pert growers claim that the crops 
corn and cabbage faster and better 
when plenty of cultivation is glyen. 

CABBAGE. Cabbago is ono of the 
most widely grown vegetables. The 
cabbage plant requires a supply 
of moisture, and yet if ‘the cab- 
bage soll Is too wet the plant will 
be fnjured.

BRUSSELS SPROUTS, Brussels’ 
sprouts are perhaps tho most hardy 
of the cabbage family.

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‘Veteran Soldier Honored 


HIRTY-FIVE years work with the Cana- evens aan 
| dian Pacific Rallway Company and ~ 
sixty-two years eervice in the military 
forces of the British Empire have brought 
Wecognition and honour to Fred. L, Lydou, 
for the well-known veteran has been ad. 
france by the hig transportation system. and 
Ihe has been miade a Licutenant-Colonel by 
the military authorities, 

Born at Bermuda, West Indies, in 1838, the 
json of a father who came of o Galway, Ire- 
Nand, family, Lieutenart-Colonel Lydon has 

d an interesting career. It is no wonder 
‘that his spectal outlet for activities Hea in the 
enilitary fleld; his father was a soldier, and on 
athe paternal side also his grandfather fouzht 
“as & private under the Duke of Wellington 
prnes Napoleon was defeated at Waterloo in 

815; on the maternal side his grandfather was 
soldier military secretary to the “Iron Duke,” 
and also took his part in the overthrow of 
‘Napoleon. Both grandfathers fought through 
Rhe Peninsula War. 

“We Irish are shy to talk nbout our 
experiences,” said Lieutenant-Colonel Lydon 
fin an interview, “but I may say that It was 
in my blood to be a soldier. In 1854, wher J ‘ 
‘was only fiftcen years of age, I.began service $e 
in England with the Dorset Militia, At the. 
‘time of the Indian Mutiny I volunteered fof 
eervice in the King’s Royal Rifies, remaining 
in this regiment from 1857 until 1866. I had 
Not an opportunity of doing duty at the In- 
dian Mutiny, When the King’s Own Rifles 
were coming to Canada in 1861 I came with 
them, arriving on the 12th July. Afterwards 
‘I spent two years in Quebec, two in Montreal, 
@nd a little while In London, Ontario.” 

‘ Having spoken of the wonderful develop- 
T™ent of the Dominion during the last half * 
century Lieutenant-Colonel Lydon went on 
to say that in 1866, when the Fenians raided 
Canada he was amongst those who went to 
moet them. “I remember the time well,” he 
eald, “for the hardest march of my life was 
that which brought us into touch with the n-* 
vaders. We marched thirty-four milea in a 
day, At Ridgeway and Fort Erie we captured quite a number of the Fenians, 
who were badly organized and did not offer a vigorous resistance,” 

In December, 1866, he left the regular army and became adjutant-Ine 
etructor of the 28th Perth Battalion, serving two years with this unit. Ia 
those days the employees of military age on tbe railway to which he was at- 
tached, were volunteers under military control. He was an energetic 
organizer arfongst them. Later he came to Montreal and re-organized 
the “Sth Royals,” and was their adjutant-instructor for many years. 
The “Sth Royals” was the parent of the Present Sth Royal HigJanders. In 

o— 1889 Lieutenant-Colonel Lydon broke new territory and organized two com- 
panies of Scotch Highland Cadets. This undertaking was most successful, 
for the companies*zradually increased until there are now eight of them! 
formed {nto one unit known as the Highland Cadet battalion, “These are 
my children,” proceeded tho veteran. “We gave eighty’ to the South’ 
African War, and to the present conflict we gave between four hundred aad 
five hundred. J am atill commander of the cadets.” : 

“I did not seok any’ promotion,” said Licutenant-Colonel Lydon. “E was) 
content to work as I had been working. but I had a letter from Majo! 
General BE. W. Wilson, dated March 26 of this year, telling me that I hare’ 
heen made a Lieutenant-Colonel on the retired list." He then produced al 
letter from Major-General W. EF. Hodgins, of the Adjutant-General's Office; 
Ottawa, which stated that the promotion was: “A recognition of your long,| 
faithful and valuable services to the militia, and which are much-apprecié 
ected by us older men, who know what you have done” i

LONDON, May 3—In thelr new at- 
tack today the British made progress 
{in the direction of Fresnoy and Cher-

ceding dawn this morning, striking ‘at 
German positions east of Arras. An 
infantry assault was delayed until half 
an hour after a half moon had ‘gone 
down. The night was clear and star- 
lit, and the almost ceaseless flashes 
of guns gave definite shape to the 
shadowy outlines of salient points. 
The correspondent says thé attack was 
directed to the taking of certain polnts 
of consideraable importance, and to 
improving the British line. The Bri- 
Ush desired to gain complete mastery 
of the dominating positions whence 
their artillery would be able to do 
more: effective to devastate the fresh 
troops which the Germans continue to 
throw in. There was the usual pre- 
liminary tornado of fire from weapons 
of all Callbres, and the equally familiar 
creeping barrdge working with abso- 
lute punctuality as the order to the 
men to go forward was snapped forth 
simultaneously down miles of trench- 
es, Thousands of crouching ‘figures 
formed into regular waves for ad- 
vance. Then came the inevitable dead- 
ly rattlo of machine gun and rifle fire 
and the crashing of bursting bombs as 
the infantry reached the parapet of the 
first enemy trench. As to the result 
obtained the correspondent adds, re- 
ports thus far are: vague, but the Bri- 
tish made progress In several direc- 
tions toward Fresnoy and Cherisy, and 
also towarl Beclecourt, which is a 
point on the Hindenburg line.

“The Origin” x 

One hot July day fn 1901, the Rev. 
Robert GO. Bovilic. was riding down 
town on the Third Avenue Elevated 
New, York City. Glancing out of. the 
window, he saw myriads of ttle boys 
land girls Hviig on the crowded sul: 
[try streets, hack’ Janes and filthy 
alleys, in canger’ of their lives, to 
cay nothing of thelr morals. The 
public schools were closed and. their 
mothers were away, working in shops 
and factories, Nearby were empty 
churches with cool pleasant rooms, 
sometimes with attractive playgrounds 
and lawns closel for the summer. 
Pouring out of the schools and colleges 
and rniversities were thousands of un- 
employed students and instructors. Re- 
cognizing the enormous waste of child 
life, of church tife, and of student 
life, Dr. Bovillle brought tog2ther 
'three powerful factors In unsectarian 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools,. com- 
bining worship, work and play. 


The Aim 

The aim is “Jo save the children 
from the evil-Influence of ihe. street, | 
to teach them tho Bible, and to win 
them to Christ, through the organt- 
zation of dally vacation Bible 
schools.”

OLDTIME SHIPYARD TAKES NEW 
LEASE OF LIFE. 








By a Combination of Events Grow- 
ing Out of the War, a Type of 
Vessel That Belonged to the Past 
WU Be Seen Once More on the 
Great Lakes and the Atlantic 
Coast. 


Ya combination of events 
which, even in the most 
vivid fights of imagination, 


would hardly have been 
forecast three years ago, the coast 
cities and the cities on the Great 
Lakes are about to witness the-re- 
vival of an Industry that flourished 
atan earlier period, particularly 
along tho Atlantic seaboard. This 
reviving industry has its impulse in 


the fact that the world is in need of 
ocean-golng vessels, and that these 
may be constructed much mere 
speedily of wood than of steel. Thcre 


_ {a also the point of economy to be 


considered. The projected ficets are 
intended to mect an emergency, and 
will probably give way to steel vcs- 
sela with the return of world peace; 
hence cost is « consideration. Never- 
theless, the wooden ship is coming 
back, and thé old-time shipyard is 
taking on a new lease of life, 

The shipyard of to-morrow. will, 
however, lack some of the’ picturcs- 
queness of the shipyard of yesterday. 
There will be missing, most con- 
tall masts which 
formerly were the necessary adjunct 
of the freighter, and, st!ll longer 
ago, of all ocean-going’ carriers, 
Present-day Ingenuity has provided, 
in internal combustion engines of the 
Diesel: type, a means of propulsion, 
for craft of all kinds, which .waits 
not upon the fickle winds.

man who tamed the Tenderloin and 
who, with the exception of William 
Devery and Thomas Byrnes, receiv- 
ed. more. public attention than any 


other man on the force, is dead. Dur- 
ing his turbulent career he’won the 
nickname of “Clubber.” He was also 
called “the Czar of the Tenderloin.” 

“Alex“ Williams, as he was called, 
was born July 9, °1839, in Nova 
Scotia. His’ father was a Nova 
Scotian and his mother Scotch. He 
moved to New York as a boy, and 
learned the trade of ship carpenter: 
After several years’ work he visited 
Mexico, Japan, and other countries. 

On August 3, 1866, he donned a 
Doliceman’s uniform for the first 
Ume. He was stationed at Broad- 
way and Houston street, a danger- 
ous post in those days, in a district 
infested with erooks and thugs. Wil- 
Hams bad the repptation of never 
Walking away from a fight, and he 
had plenty to do, for several police- 
Men had been carried from the 
beat in ambulances, He lost no time 
in finding the two toughest charac- 
ters in the district; 
fight with them. 
Picked Up first one and then «the 
other, and hurled them through a 
plate glass window. It was during 
the three years be walked this beat 
that he won the nickname of the 
“Clubber,” and it is said that it was 
a dull day that did not ond’ him 
with at Icast one row on his hands. 

Ho was appointed a sergeant and 
sent to the mounted squad, then 
Just formed. In 1872 he was made 
a@ captain and assigned to the East 
Thirty-Afth Street Station, then in 
the “Gas House District." There 
followed three years {n which ho 
was shifted about, always in districts 
where there were both poverty and 
crime — fields for his rougb-and- 
ready methods, He did not lose his 
nickname, 

While Williams was in command 
in the Tenderloin Max Schmittberg- 
er, now Chief Inspector, and James 
Price, later a captain, were his 
wardmen. When the legislative in- 
vestigation headed by Senator 
Charias S. Lexow began in.1894 the

! Most pantomine ‘characters * were 
originally borrowed from the Itallans. 
The first real English pantomime was 
Produced at a theater In Lincoln's Inn 
Fields In 1720. It was called “Harle 
quin Executed,” and its subtitle was 
“A New Italian ComicStene Retween 
a Scaramouche, a Harlequin, a Coun- 
try Farner, His Wife and Others.” 
The performance was very successful. 
About the middle of the elghteenth 
century the character of puwfomime 
performances Was completely altered, 
ebiefiy because of the geulus of the 
famous Grimaldi. who made the clown 
the first Sgure in the pantomime. Gri- 
maldi first appeared ot Sadler's Wells 
theater, woere be played the part of 2 
monkey. He wae actively engaged on 
{ne stage for forty-nine sears; and at 
the close of his carcer he took a bene- 
fit st Drury Lane theater, which rei. 
{zed nearly £600, He also ceeeived £100 
from the Drury Lane fund. This was 
In June, 1828. He died [n 1837 and was 
buried in the churchyard of St. James* 
chapel, Pentonville Hill.

Painters, Cartoonists, and Ilastra: 
tors Have Joined the Army and 
Are Serving In Various Military 
Capacities, Several Having Been 
Wounded While One is Now 
Wearing a Military Cross, 


HOSE who used to think 
thet the artist's occupation 
culs him off from military 
service have heard with in- 

terest from time to. time the ac- 
Uvities of the Artiste’ Rifies in-the 
Old-Land.— ‘This corps was ralsed 
originally about sixty years ago by 
Lord Leighton, Robert Edis, and Val 
‘ Prinsep exclusively for artists and 
sculptors, and at different periods 
men like Watts, Millals, Holman 
| Huat, William Morris, and Sir Ed- 
ward Poynter have belonged to.it 
{in time it was enlarged to include 
actors, architects, musicians, and 
writers, and with the;coming of the 
Great War, the qualifications of the 
Corps were made even more elastic, 
There 1s no organization in Canada 
that corresponds. to the Artista’ 
Rises, and for that reason Deopie in

Two of Canada's best known paint- 
era have been wounded.. One » of 
them, Pte..A. Y. Jackson, is looked

= — | ists, «\ Pte. Jackson’ came originally 


from Montreal, but.after studying in 
the Jullan Academy of Paris he set- 
Ued down i. Joronte. He quickly 
received recognition az a painter 
with plenty of {deas and marked 
originality. He showed himself to 
be unconventional in his work with- 
out running to extremes. .So it was 
that he found himself classed among 
the progresisve young painters with- 
out running foul of the critics who 
fear that the radicals are on the 
point of becoming eccentrics, It was 
typical of this clever young artist 
that he should have enlisted early in 
the war as a private In the 60th Bat- 
tallon, raised in bis native city of 
Montreal. He crossed to France 
early last year and was wounded ‘in 
the spring push. Pte. Jackson did not 
Dut aside his brushes entirely when 
he enlisted, as the painting of “Mills 
at Leeds” inthis year’s: Canadian 
Royal Academy testified. Pie. Jack- 
son is an artist who understands how 
to put Canadian feeling Into his pic- 
tures, 

Captain Ernest Fosbery, of Otta- 
wa, has also been wounded. Captain 
Fosbery is one of our t known 
landscape painters, and he also does 
an occasional portrait. His elchings 
have been scen In, many exhibitions, 
and {t ie perhaps as an etcher that a 
great many art lovers know him best. 
He is a master of exquisite line. Ot- 
tawa has given the Dominion no 
more widely known artist than Capt, 
Fosbery in recent'-years, and his 
work will be greatly missed from 
the gallert Jong as he continues 
to wield an cer’s swagger stick in- 
stead of a paint brush, It was with 
the 77th Battalion that he entergsd 
active service. 

One of the most marked Individ- 

; ualities among the younger pain‘ers 
is Mr. Lawren Harris, now dving 
military work with the Headquarters 
Staff in Toronto. Canadian art haz

These pic- 
tures were not only fice bits of color 
but they showed plenty of character, 
More recently Mr. Hartis has been 
painting studies of hills and trees 
laden with snow... The general pub- 
lie does not like them so well as the 
old houses, They do not know what 
the artiat is trying to do and why he 
should be aoing it, but Mr. Marris 
continues on his way regardiess of 
what the public wants.

Craonne is at the eastern end of the 
Vauclerc Plateau, the scene of much 
desperate fighting recently, and its 
possession by the Germans placed 
salient in the French line paralielilng 
the ‘Chemin-des-Dames and the Aisne 
River. The French not’only straiglit-

more than 150 prisoners, 

Advarteing northwest of Rheims on

Craonne is ¢ix miles northwest of 
Berryau-Bac, which Berlin gives aa 
the western extremity of the French 
attacking line northwest of Rheims. 
Berlin asserts that the French attack 
‘was repulsed between Berry-au-Bac 
and Brimont, about six miles north of 
Rheime.

To Know Good Linen.

The 
spell the poet casts is not» one of 
herole venture, or glad certainty, or 
inspired alacrity to pay tho price of 
personal life for an assured certainty 
of the final victory of Right. The 
spirit which finds expression In these 
verses expects nothing, indeed It of- 
ten asks for nothing, but death, and 
after, that, the dark. In its way, it Is 
darkly grand: but {t is not sublime: 
and {ts Influences on others it takes 
the nerve from resolution rather than 
Inspires it. My thoughts wander from 
these pages of elegant but melancholy 
fatalism to the strong and simple life 
and noble end of my old friend and 
countryman, Colonel James Clark. He 
died, as many of us remember, Icad- 
ing his beloved Highlanders two years 
ago in Flanders. Cheeriest, bravest, 
strongest of men! At dawn he sat 
at his ,tent door, his Bible in his 
hands. ‘He had no fear—“Underneath 
m6 are the everlasting arms,” he said. 
The men lie led did more than wor- 
ship him for his simplicity and gentle- 
ness; thoy stood awed and inspired 
by his unaffected and. unquestioning 
religion. All the anaesthotics of all the 
Fatalisms and cultured: Unbeliefs of 
history could not pump into the veins 
of fighting men that spirit of high- 
souled and gladsome gallantry which 
welled from the simple, believing heart 
of James Clark, like tho water of life 
eternal. Gordon had It, and Havelock, 
and Lord Roberts, and many another 
Christian soldier.

Canada Wants to Guard Against An 

Agitation to Repudiate Obliga- 
(ons, Just as the European Allies 
Have Safeguarded Their Busi- 
ness Reputations—Some Bencfits 
of tho Struggle Coming to the 
Dominion. 

IR THOMAS WHITE, Canada‘n 
Finance Minister, rejoices 
publicly over the-forty thou- 
sand subscriptions for his re- 

cently demanded war-loan of $150,- 
000,000, which was oversubscribed 
to the sum of $100,000,000 or there- 
about. Canada's banks, which ten- 
dered for $60,000,000 are not to get 
apy of the new bonds, These will be 
Placed with the minor subscribers, 
smallest preferred. Many of them 
can and will, it is to be presumed, 
employ. thelr bonds as collateral for 
loans from banks, when they desire 
any. Thus such persons as’ common- 
ly use banks only as depositors, so 
obtaining but two or three per cent. 
‘interest, may get loans at the small 
difference between the bank rate of 
discount, say 6 per cent., and the 
over 5 per cent. rate of interest ac- 
srulng from their war-bonds, This 
may somowhat tend to stimulate 
business, enterprise, speculation, 
Another effect of gwide distribution 
of war-bonds comes under the head [ 
of political considerations, The Pees 
er the numbers of electors holding 
such bonds, the ii welt rm etree 
temptation of a certain sort of agita- 
tare (after war. whep tha.

by multitudinous small: bondholders. 

This consideration doubtless co's 
far to explain also the prodigious -f- 
forts of the British, French, Geruiau, 
Itallan, and Ruratan Governments to 
popularize their war-loans, If the 
bonds, all alike, bearing high intcr- 
est, were held almost wholly by large 
capitalists or financial institutions, 
would not the disposition of the 
masses to repudiation be vastly en- 
hanced? Mr, Grier of The New 
York Times, after touring Europe, 
especially Germany, last year, mated 
that he had found extensively cur- 
rent amongst thinkers an opinion 
that the terms of whatever peace 
may be brought to pass wil! not im- 
probably include a general agree- 
ment of the participating nations to 
repudiate all war-borrowings. For 
this course the main justificatory 
argument would be that the ~arious 
peoples simply could not pay:the pro- 
mised interest. Lest Great Britain, 
or France, or both, might reap great 
advantage by the credit which would 
attach to scrupulous fulfilment of 
war-obligations, these governments 
could obtain peace only by agreeing 
to the prophesied general repudia- 
tlon! But, as there aro more ways 
of killing a dog «than by choking 
him with tenpenny nails, so there are 
more ways to repudiation by govern- 
ments than that of. direct, discredit- 
able repudiation. Stringent income 
taxes, confiscatory of all above a 
mere living revenue, have not been 
foregone by any of the warring Kov- 
ernments. It may be very plausibly 
argued that such taxes, utterly de- 
structive of pomp and luxury during 
two or three generations, would con- 
fer on European mankind educa- 
tlonal and moral benefits vastly more 
than compensatory for the war. By 
consequence, even the reformation 
of the imitative squandcrous in Am- 
erica might be effected.

Because I Saw” 


NE of the most terrible in- 
dictments of a civilized 
nation ever launched was 
that publicly made beforo 

the members and guests of the Ca- 
nadian Club, in New York, at a re- 
cent meeting. The speaker was 30 
mere layman repeating the gossip vf 
the clubs or the questionable reports 
of political organizations. . He was 
the px-Ambassador of the United 
States of America, speaking with a 
full. sense of his responsibility and 
out of a knowledge gained with bis 
own’ eyes. It was, in short, {rom the 
experience acquired during hic visits 
to the  prison-camps, in', Germany, 
where the men of the Allied armies 
taken in battle are confined, that Mr. 
Gerard spoke, and his words should 
be-given the full publicity Intended 
for them, 
“I want.to tell you Canadians to- 
night,” Mr. Gerard said, “some of 
the things I saw your fellow-coun- 
trymen endure in the German pris- 
ener of war camps,” and, he added, 
“I know, because I saw.’ Then in 
perfectly salmple and direct Jan- 
guage which had no need of embroid- 
ery, he told bis tale. He bad read 
one day in the papers that a num- 
ber of Germans ina certain town 
vhad deen sent to prison, and thelr 
names printed in The North German 
Gazette, that they ‘‘might be exposed 
to abume, and their falsity made 
known to generations of Germans to 
come.”” When be read that, he was, 
he said, rejoiced, because he felt that 
at last some of these people were to 
be punished for maltreating prison- 
ers of war. He told the United 
States consul in the town, therefore, 
to make a report to him on the sub- 
dect, and, when he received the re- 
port, he found, to his astonishment, 
the circumstances were these, A 
| trainload of Canadian prisoners had 
been shunted {nto a siding in the 
town. The men were starving and 
had no means o: quenching their 
thirst. Some of the townspeople had 
given them food and drink, and it 
was for this ministration to the needs 
of the prisoners of the Fatherland 
that the culprits bad been sent to 
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Prison, and tovir names: ucia uy w 
execration by the Government, 
This, however, was far from all 
Mr, Gerard had to say. He told 
how, when typhus broke out ina 
Hussian prisoners’ camp, the custod- 
fans sent for the Englisb and French 
prisoners, and, with the brutal jest 
that “Allies ought to stick toxether,”" 
flung them into the jaws of certain 
death in the Infected camp. So de- 
moralized, indeed, were the very 
children, by the brutalities they daily 
witnessed,

with nails, marching about the 
camps, “with German simplicity and 
kindness,” sbooting these arrows 
into the defenseless prisoners. One 
other story Mr. Gerard told, as bad 
as any of these. It wus the story of 
a certain camp in which the guards

Sir Arthur Lee Talks About English 
r Farming. 

“Five thousand ‘skilled Canadiso 
farmers on English soil would go a 
long way toward combzting Ger- 
many’s plan to starve us into sub- 
mission through her submarines,” 
Sir Arthur Lee, head of the newly- 
formed food production department, 
recently told the Associated Press 
correspondent. “I told you recent- 
ly,” Sir Arthur continued, “that we 
Intended to bring from Awwerica 
some two thousand tractor plougtis 
for night plowing. We need the 
skilled farmers to supplement thom." 

Sir Arthur Lee was British mill- 
tary attache with the United States 
army during the Spanish-American 
war and later military attache at the 
British Embassy at Washington. He 
has scen service Ja the present war. 
His present post is an*outgrowth of 
the intens:fied submarine warfare be- 
gun on Februaty 1; Sir Artbur fs 
charged with the gigantic task of 
making every available foot of soil 
Produce its maximum amount of 
food. 3 
“I hope that we may be able to at- 
tract to these shores at least five 
thousand skilled farmers from the 
United States," said Sir Arthur, 
“We will, of course, get some skilled 
agricultural help from Canada— 
from the great north-wert—and we 
are already benefitting to. some ex- 
tent by the labor of Canadian farm- 
ers who have come over $o fight for 
us, But we cannot have too many. 
Skilled farm labor {s our crying need 
at this moment.” j 

Sir Arthur said the introduction 
of the American tractors on the large 
scale contemplated would also wit- 
ness the more “iniversal employment 
of woman on the land. “I hope to 
see,"’ he sald, “‘as many of our wo- 
men cultivating the soil as I saw 
French women on the land of glor- 
Jous France, during one of my recent 
visits, There 1 saw nothing but wo- 
men. They were everywhere. The 
picture spoke yolumes for France's 
efforts, Our women arc just as pa- 
triotic and will fll the gaps on the 
land If only they are shown the 
way.”" - : 
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1812 and 1017, 
Canadians who bave noted the 
fact that fifty” votes were cast 
against war in the House of Repre- 
sentatives should consider the situa- 
tion of the United States in 1812.

“He in-charge of 
securities owned by whalthy men for 
whom the company acted asx agent. 
collecting interest when it was due 
and crediting it do their accounts. 

“These securities never appear in a 
bank statement for the reason that 
they are neither asset nor liability. 
Every possible check was provided by 
the ‘officials of the bank, Under the 
system-in use the securities were 
placed in a vault under the super- 
vision of a custodian. He surrender- 
ed them to the proper official upon 
receipt of a printed form specifying 
each security and bearing the signa- 
ture of Williamson, another officer of 
the bank and the owner of the bond 
or bonds, 

“Williamson kept an- accurate ree 
ord of his abstractions. It was his 
duty to sco that coupons. were cut 
when interest was dno, collect the in- 
terest and credit it to the checking 
account of the owner. The owner 
never saw tho interest coupons. His 
record that everything was all right 
consisted merely of a statement of 
deposit from the bank, notifying him 
that the interest had been placed to 
his credit. . 

“This mado it possiblo for William-} 
son to hide his operations by paying} 
interest promptly on all bonds pre- 
viously taken. Whether ho did this 
by other abstractions or from funds of 
his own is immaterial. The fact is 
that his system worked for seven 
years, although I believo the larger 
part of tho secnrities taken were ab- 
stracted since the war started. 

{Discovery of what had been going 
on was not mado until about two 
weeks ago, Williamson resigned his 
position at the bank last October so 
that ‘he could devote himself to other 
interests. Then the unexpected hap- 
pened.

Paid : Tribute to the War Work. of 
the Dominion. 


It ts gratifying to Canadians. that 
Mr. Balfour should first set foot on 
American soll in Canadian territory; 
and they will earnestly hope that be- 
fore he returns to England he may 
be ‘able to pay a visit to this country 
and. give the people an opportunity 
of testifying in some public way to 
thelr ‘profound’ respect for him. Mr, 
Balfour is one of the greatest stajes- 
men produced fn the British Empire 
in many years.

Various Myris That Clever Dressmak- 
ca 'Use.to Renovate Old Clothes So 
They Look Positively Parisian—How 
to Clean Rumpled Finery and Lace. 


A pair, of shoes hare served only 
half’ thelr usefulness when you take

) This traditional Sierija was for 
many years a favorite feld for the 
melodramatist and for the novelist 
who desired to give'an utterly tree 
rein’ to thelr imagination. Siberia, 
however, Is very far frony being a 
“frozen waste" or any other kind of 
waste. In winter, it is true, there is 
snow more than enough, but, dy the 
end of April, spri 
remarkable bea d charm, and, 
during the week. t follow, Siberia 
makes up for lost time. OF course, in 
acountry so vast, conditions vary 
greatly in different parts; but, gen- 
erlly ‘speaking, the land is astonish- 
ingly fertile, and those, who know 
the country best confidently predict 
that it will, some day, become one of 
the great granaries of the world. 
The Russian authorities have known 
all about this for years, as they have 
known of Siberia’s {mmenso *re- 
sources in other directions, and every 
means has been resorted to to secure 
the colonization of the ‘territory by 
Russians, 2 

As early in Its history as 1658, Si- 
beria Degan to be a place of exile and 
a penal colony. Rebels under Peter 
the Great, courtiers of rank under 
the empresses, Polish confederates 
under Catherine II., the “Decem- 
brists’ under Nicholas I., nearly 50,- 
000 Poles, after the {nsurrection of 
1863, were exiled to Siberia, and 
vast armies of political. prisontrs 
since have passed through the great 
clearing station at Chelyabinsk, on 
the eastern.side of the Urals, and 
have been transported thence to their 
allotted zone-or prison somewhere 
between the Urals and the Pacific, 
3,000 miles away. Prisons, indeed, 
are common enough buildings fn SI- 
beria. Irkutsk, for instance, Is lt- 











has set in with 


which, for generations, have. receive 
the criminal and political, offenders 
of Russia. & Then, as Imprisonment 
for any length of time has almost {n- 
variably carrled'with it exile for life, 
scarcely any of the prisoners, when 
released, have been allowed to return 
to Russia. The population of Irkutsk, 
as 6f so many other Siberian towns, 
is mainly composer, of former con- 
yicts or their desecndahts. 

A convict In Rusia, howerer, is 
very far from belong necessarily a 
criminal, And these towns, such as 
Omsk and Irkutsk, have no appear- 
ance of being convict settlemests. 
They are not the overgrown, dreary, 
steppe villages which many still pic- 
ture-them, but thriving and modern 
cities, with lofty byfldings and broad 
streets, long and straight, with all 
the side streets set at right angles; 
schools, universities, Abeatres,. and 
hotels In which the traveller finds 
bimself amidst the most approved 
hotel s~roundings. Then there are 
public gurdens, public fetes, fire- 
works displays,’ and bands, whilst 
everybody dresses very much In-the 
game way as people do Jn Europe or 
Ameria. . 

All that, however, is,tho best side 
of Siberia. <A very little closer in- 
spection only is required to under- 
stand“ the full mieery of the lifo of 
thousands'‘of-those exiles, so many of 
whom are now Teturning joyfully. to 
Russia, The horrors of the prescrib- 
ed’area, the utter inadequacy of the 
Government allowance~ {he lonell- 
ness of the exile, often highJy educat- 
ed, condemned to live within the 
confines of some village peopled with 
a semicivillzed peasantry, would re- 
quire many’ bédokw adequately to do- 
scribe, Cortainly for no part of the 
Russian dominions will the great re- 
feasc of March 17, 1917, be more 
full of immediate blessing than for 
Siberia.

Assurance of @ great future for the 
North rises from the triple fact that 
at last its resources and opportuni- 
tles are understood, the rival ones 
te the south have been largely ex- 
ploited, and physical preparation for 
opening up the new country have 
been pOshed well forward, 
likely to give top old a date to our 
present sophistication on the subject 
of the wealth of Canada and Alaska. 
We know that north of the Minne- 
sota-Dakota lines lies a wheat area 
as good as the Red River Valley, so 
wide that oné-might travel as far as 
from Paris to Potrograd through its 
fields, and of unknown extent north 
and, south, We know that the esti- 
mate of a Canadian scientist in 1904 
that’ wheat grown on one-fourth of 
the sultable land In 
Provinces would produce 800,000,- 
000 bushels, or enough for 150,000,- 
000. people, while the rest could be 
used for genefal cropping, Js moder- 
ate. Yet not many des ago the 
Hudson Bay Company affirmed that

be known, The minerat resources of 
Canada are so fll-tapped that te 
largest asbestos deposits in the 
world, the silver and lead of Cobalt, 
and the nickel of Sudbury were dis- 
covered only when railtay cuttings 
were made through them 
What has beén done to offer physi- 
eal facilities for these untouched 
empires illustrates the adrantages of 
Kovernmental over private cnter- 
prises. Canada a bpif-century ago 
had no transcontinental line, no Pa- 
cific steamer service; but one irre- 
gular and weak Atlaitle passenger 
line; no real canal system; no mar- 
kets for crops. Now the Dominion 
is traversed by three trans-continen- 
tal lines, and in tho last .twenty 
years mileage has doubled, rising 
above 30,000. In 1915 the Canadian 
Northern.completed a $400,000,000 
construction, with’ hotels’ and eleva- 
tors, that welds Quebec and Vancou- 
ver.together and serves every city of 
importance In the Dominion; an 
the same year, the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific opened full local and through 
service from Prince Rupert to Win- 
nipeg; thence connecting with. all 
Dominion citlés,- The Canadian Pa- 
cific, with its'ocean lines and land 
domain, Is ‘a‘powerful arm {in Do- 
minfon development. All this has 
been brought* about by Government 
encouragement. . Five years ago an 
Edmonton official pointed to the map 
Dorth of the city.and told an English 
traveller that ‘that Is all a sealed 
book, "We know that {¢ has a eplen- 
did climate and that millions of 
‘acres are underlain with coal. But 
the whole of that country Js unsur- 
veyed and practically the whole un- 
prospected and unexplored. You 
+ want to know about it? Ah, so do 
we!" Now Edmonton is the hub of 
a whole wheel of lines, and trains 
inay soon be taken from it oven to 
Hudson Bay.

Action of the United States in eciz- 
ing German vessels interned at Ameri- 
can ports involves 101 ships of 666,039 
‘tons ‘gross, including the largest ship 
Afloat, the Vaterland, and many others 
of Germany's finest liners. At the 
Present price of tonnage, the vessels 
taken over by the Government repre- 
sent-an estimated value of from 
$100,000,000 to $125,000,000. Of the to- 
tal tonnage scized 36 ships of 293,653 
tons gross belonged to the Hamburg- 
American Line's fiect, and 29 ships of 
939,958’ ton sailed under the flag of the 
North German Lloyd. Almost half of 
the tonnage has been held at the port 
of New York.since the beginning of 
the war.

RESTORING .FRENCH LAND.’ 
Our Soldiers Were Among’ the Men 

in Khaki Who Became Farmers, ‘_ 

The beginning of spring this year 
has produced the spectacle of thou- 
sands of soldiers of the French army, 
together with thelr comrades of the 
British ant Belgian armies, forsak- 
ing the(rifie, the bayonet, the hand- 
grenade, and the machine-gun to 
take if hand temporarily the hoe, the 
spade, the harrow, and the plow in 
many of, the districts of eastern and 
north-eastern France. 

The reconquest of large tracts of 
territory from the Germans and the 
return, of the civilian Inhahitants 
from the places where they, had taken 
refuge confronted the authorities 
with the problem of restoring these 
lands to cultivation, Farming imple- 
ments to the value of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, it was found 
had been damaged or destroyed slnce 
the beginning of the war in what is 
known as the Gof the armies.” 
The young peasants were all serving 
in the ranks and the older men, oven 
with the ald of the women and cbil- 
dren, were unable to Otl their places 
for the proper cultivation of the Jand. 

The army decided to step Into the 
breach. The greatest proportion of 
the soldiers {n the French ranks come 
from the péasant or farming class. It 
was therefore an casy task to find 
capable bands, The. organization was 
more dificult, but co-ordination be- 
tween the civil and military, authori- 
ties was affected very rapidly. A 
military officer with agricnitural ex- 
perience was, appointed by each army 
to consult with the prefects of the 
departments in which the troops 
were stationed and to find out what 
work was tq be done and how many 
hands were,required to do it. + 

The zone occupied by each army 
was subdivided foto small districts, 
each containing about 26 villages or 
hamlets.. The commanding officer of 
the troops stationed in each district 
was directed to get into’ touch’ with 
the civil oMcial and place at bis‘Wdis- 
posal as many men'as were neoded 
could be spared for agriculta 
labor. meth’ At 

The artillery and enginecring re- 
pair shops of the army were ordered 
to mend damaged farm implements 
and replace’ missing parts, and army 
farriera to shoe fred of charge all 
horses working on the land. 

The result of these arrangements 
is that, almost up to the firing line, 
all available Jand in France ia now 
in cultivation, and soldiers in unl- 
form, whenever they can be spared 
from the trenches-and dugouts and 
their main task of destroying the 
Germans, work choerfully with the 
women, children, and older ‘men be- 
hind the lines, ’ 

The system han been extended .to 
that part of the Iino—150 miles io 
length—held by the British and Bel- 
gians, but here the task fs a more 
dificult one, as most of the northern 
allies are, in civil life, engaged In 
industrial work in the cities. The 
Canadians and. Australians, however, 
have been of Immense assistance in 
restoring French land to productive- 
ness. - 


Trophies From Vimy. 

A varied assortment of Vimy 
trophies, machine guns, mortars, and 
field guns, are being prepared to be 
shipped out.to Canada,--These will 
be a feature of the fall fairs. 

From the dugouts of Vimy ridge 
and from prisoners taken there were 
obtained many letters, diaries, .and 
other documents indicating the efi- 
ciency of our preparatory artillery 
fire, as well as the accuracy of our in- 
formation on which it was based.

They prove that the enemy had heavy 
losses in man and material before the 
infantry were loosed upon him, and

HAVANA, May 31—Special—During 
the last few days boats from the Unit- 
od States have been bringing a bumber 
of Americans, many of whom make 
no concealment of the fact that they 
left homie to escape’ the effects of 
the conscription act.
